AUTHOR, WEDS BANKER 


| She Recently Referred to Typi- 


cal British Husband as 
“Perfect Nuisance.”’

ABINGER, Surrey, England, 


Noy. 1.—Miss Rebecca West, one 
of England’s foremost novelists, 
was married here this afternoon to 
Henry Maxwell Andrews, a London 
banker. 


England enjoyed this wedding, 
recalling that not long ago Re- 
becca West had referred to the 
average British husband as “a per- 
fect nuisance,’’ and this, she wrote 
in a critical article-—was an opinion 
shared by the whole stratum of 
“domesticated upper and middle 
class English womeu.” . 

On the other hand, she wrote, it 
is eugenically unsound to demand 
that intellectual women stand 
aside’ while their sweet, clinging 
sisters march to the altar with the 
flower of British manhood. 

“Why,” she demanded, “should 
the nation be denied enrichment 
of its people through motherhood 
of its choice stock?” 

Rebecca West was a pen name. 
This bride was born 37 years ago, 
Cicely Isabel Fairfield, the daugh- 
ter of Charles Fairfield of County 
Kerry, Ireland. At 17 she began 
a brief stage career as “Rebecca 
West” in Ibsen’s “Rosmerholm,” 
and when she turned to writing 
she had a nom de plume all ready.

Timothy P. McCarthy, wounded 
overseas veteran, recently em- 
ployed as chauffeur for an East 
Side gambling; house, was shot near 
the heart and seriously wounded 
early today under circumstances 
which have net been explained to 
the satisfaction of police. 

When a night nurse at St. Mary’s 
Hospital, East St. Louis; answered 
the doorbell at 4 a. m., McCarthy 
staggered in and collapsed-on the 
floor. The hurse saw an automo- 
bile puli away from the curb, but 
McCarthy refused td tell how he 
was wounded or Dame : -his com- 
panion. 

An hour later, a ‘man, who said 
he was Harry T. Davis, 24° years 
old, 4309 West Pine boulevard, St. 
Louis, called at the hospital to 
see McCarthy and was arrested: 
Aocording to police, Davis admitted 
he took McCarthy to the hospital, 


and said he had been wounded in 


attempting a holdup, but refused 
to answer other questions. 

Davis_and McCarthy had been 
seen together in an automobile in 
a filling station at Ninth street and 
St. Louis avenue, East St. Louis, 
at 11 p. m. 

McCarthy, who is 30 years old, 
has served two jail terms at Belle- 
ville, ome for carrying concealed 
weapons as the result of a road- 
house brawl, in which he wounded 
an East Side Constable, and an- 
other for bootlegging. Last year he 
was tried for the murder of Horace 
Haislip,,.whom he shot-in an East 
Side hotel, and was acquitted on 
a plea of self-defense. 

Since last being released from 
jail, about three months ago, Mc- 
Carthy has worked for a Venice 
gambling house, driving customers 
from the St. Louis end of the 
Eads Bridge. Davis is described as 
a hanger-on of a cigar store near 
Third street and Washington ave- 
nue,

WALNUT LOGS, UNDER WATER 


Timber Raft Sank in Big Muddy 
River Near Murphysboro, Ml, 


fh * On Way to Market. 


Special to the Post-Dispat 
BENTON, Iil., Nov. ? .—Prepara- 


tions are being made by a timber 
company near Chicago to raise an 
old raft made of walnut logs which 
was sunk in the Big Muddy River, 
a few miles north of Murphysboro, 
nearly §0 years ago. 

Jackson County abounded in fine 
walnut timber a few years~ after 
the close of the Civil War, and it 
was common in those day to cut 
these fine trees, bind them togeth- 
er in rafts and float them down 
the Big Muddy to the Mississippi, 
and from there to their déstination. 

The raft which was sunk is 
claimed by old citizens to contain 
some 75,000 feet of timber and 
tests made by; purchasing company 
reveal the logs in a good state of | 
preservation. The sunken raft was. 
the property of some Cairo men 
and was to have been used for 
veneering purposes. The logs are 
now eight feet below low water 
mark and experts believe that the 
task of reclaiming the old raft will 
not be very difficult.

However, Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Murphy found another witness 
who declined te be persuaded or 
intimidated and it was‘the  ex- 
istence of this man that prompted 
Graham to enter a plea. - 

Robbed Coney Island Cafe. 

The robbery with which he was 
charged was that of the Coney Is- 
land Cafe, 110 North Highth street

the customers slipped out during 
the robbery and called police, who 
caught Graham and Maher a short 
distance away.

—Fire which spread over oil-satur- 


| ated grass in the Oklahoma City oil 


field near the wild No. 1 C. E. Stout 
gusher this afternoon caused re- 
ports to spread that the wild gush- 
er itself was on fire and almost 
caused a panic in the. city. The 
danger was considered slight unless 
the fire spread to the oil film on 
the Canadian River on the banks 
of which the wild gusher is situ- 
ated. 

The rolling clouds .of dense, 
black smoke from the fire were 
visible from downtown office build- 
ings as was the column of the 
wild gusher. Although the tlouds 
of smoke appeared very near the 
gusher, the fire actually was abuut 
a mile east of it. 

The grass fire was caused, it is 
reported, by a spark from a switch 
engine. 

The: Hal-Briscoe No, 1 Mueller. 
oil gusher -was threatening to blew 
wild this afternoon, shortly after 
it had been opened in an effort to 
reduce pressure on the wild No. 1 
Cc. E. Stout. 

The wild gusher at the city’s edge 
continued today to shower black 
clouds of oil on abandoned homes. 
Workmen hurried to completion the 
forging of a huge steel bonnet to 
drop over the mouth of the spout- 
ing well. Firemen announced the 
danger of explosion had lessened 
somewhat due to dissipation of low 
hanging clouds of gas. Firemen 
reduced to an area 36, blocks 
square the fire zone which has 
been maintained since the well 
broke through its mastergate 
Thursday night. ;

Autopsy Discloses That ~Sol 
Rubenstein, 50, Died of 
Heart Ailment. 


The body of Sol Rubenstein, 50 
years old, a real estate salesman, 
was found at 7:20 a. m. today in 
a bathroom adjoining his room in 
the Westgate Hotel, Kingshighway 
and Delmar boulevards. 

An autopsy showed that death 
was due to chronic myocarditis, a 
heart ailment for which Ruben- 
stein had been under treatment at 
various times.

The backwoods radical in medi- 
cine whose .unorthodox common 
sense vanquished a chief obstacle 
to settlement of the Mississippi Val- 
ley was assigned a place:in the 
history of human welfare at the 
opening of the international Qui- 
nine Tercentenary celebration at 
Shaw’s'Garden yesterday. . 

Dr. John Sappington,’ who sent 
hig “anti-fever pills” throughout 
the Valley from his farmhouse and 
office near Arrow Rock, Mo.,.was 
the man who overttrned ortho- 
doxy with experience. His saddle- 
bags and medicine case, including 
a bottle of the’ disagreeable stuff 
that is the only known specific for 
malaria, were conspicuously dis- 
played in the Henry Shaw Museum, 
and his romantic story was felated 
to scientists participating in the 
Tercentenary observance: by Dr. 
Robert J. Terry, professor of an- 
atomy in Washington University 
School of Medicine. 

A hundred years ago, explained 
Dr. Terry, fever was a worse enemy 
of the pioneer than famine or the 
savages. Parties from the East 
rached the Mississippi so reduced 
in numbers that they turned back 
home. Cinchona bark and quinine 
were known but not respected. 
Purges, emetics and blood-lettings 
comprised, the orthodox treatment, 
and to its obvious unfitness might 
ba added the fact that the fever it- 
self depleted the red blood cor- 
puscles,. 


Attended ‘Pennsylvania U. 


On May 5, 1776, John Sapping- 
ton was born in Maryland. He re- 
moved to Nashville with his doctor 
father, who was his preceptor, and 
practiced in nfalarious territory un- 
til, at the age of 38, he went to the 
University of Pennsylvania for 
medical courses. 

There, Dr. Terry summarized 
from Sappington’s own writings, 
he saw a fever patient treated in 
the accepted way. The instructor|s 
who administering the treatment— 
or mistreatment—lamented that 
the patient failed to recover. Sap- 
pington suggested that he could 
barish that fever in 48 hours, and, 
with quinine, did exactly that. 


As a practitioner at Arrow Rock 
his success with fever became fa- 
mous, Stowing pills and quinine 
in his saddle bags, he rode on a 
routine practice that covered four 
counties. He was. called into Ar¢ 
kansas and occasionally Tennessee, 
and his consultations took him east 
through Illinois and as far as In- 
diana, 


In 1832 he retired to his farm, 
sold his antifever pills by the hun- 
dred and completed a book telling 
laymen how to treat malaria and 
even giving up the secret of the 
pills—quinine with licorice, myrrh 
and sassafras to mitigate its taste 
and give it an attractive odor. 

Evidently, said Dr. Terry. this 
frontier physician knew the pre- 
ventive use of quinine as well as its 
use in treatment. And, he con- 
cluded, Dr. Sappington’s work 
spread the use of quinine and made 
it possible for pioneers, without 
fear of fever, to make their homes 
in the West. 

Discovery of Magenta, 

Further. notes on the: history of 
quinine were presented in address- 
es at the Henry Shaw dinner last 
night at Hotel Jefferson. Dean 
Caspari of St. Louis College of 
Pharmacy related that an attempt 
to make it synthetically in 1852 
actually produced magenta, the 
first of the long and quite prosper- 
ous line of modern syftthetic dyes.

out W. D. Besant, director of 
parks and botanical gardens of 
Glasgow, Scotland. Besant con- 


veyed the good wishes of the city

world.

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ena chad done “niueh in’ the 
hybridizing and grafting of cin- 
chona trees, source of quinine, the 
dissemination of -seeds and the 

sponsoring of expeditions to obtain 
the plant in its native South 
America and establish it elsewhere 
‘in. cultivation. Kew Gardens, par- 
tidularly, in 1859, had established 
it in India. Since 1860, quinine has 
been available at every -Postoffice 
in India and since that year the 
price ‘has been reduced to one- 
twentieth the original, 

“The chemist today is a sort of 
alchemist,” remarked George D. 
Rogengarten of Philadelphia, past 
president of the American Chemi- 
cal Society, referring to the discov- 
ery of chemical dye in the search 
for synthetic quinine. “It trans- 
forms ill-smelling wastes into ex- 
quisite perfumes, deadly poisons 
into medicines that save life, airy 
nothings into utilitarian matter. 
At every turn in modern life, 
chemistry stares you in the face. 
You can’t. get away from it.” 


Bootlegger in Science. | 
The chief chemical manufacturer 
in the world entered 

“through a pootlegging business,’ 
Dr. A. R. Van Linge. of Maarssden, 
president of the Nederlandsche 
Kininefabriek, remarked in a 
whimsical autobiograph In uni- 
versity days, he related, he learned 
much of quinine from a great 
chemist who always came into 
Delft “bootlegging” a4 galion of 
pure grain alcohol, since he re- 
fused to pay duty on it for labora- 


tory use. 


in the industry dated from a pro- 
fessor’s remark, ‘‘It’s, ‘a shame that 
Holland, which produces cinchona 
bark for the world, has nothing 
whatever to say about the manu- 
facture and sale of quinine.”' So, 
when he graduated as an engineer 
and doctor of chemistry, he took 
a job at $60 a month, married and 
started the manufacture of quinine 
in the mountains of Java. And, 
he added wryly, “in three years 
we succeded in manufacturing 
more than we could sell.” 

‘Those three years,” remarked 
George C. Hitchcock, president of 
the garden trustees, who presided, 
“began an industry that/now man- 
ufactures 90 per cent of the 
world’s quinine.”

ADMIRAL BYRD PLANS. 
RETURN TO ANTARCTIC 


Within Ten Years He Will Go 
There “‘to See What Has 
Happened.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd, conqueror 
of both poles by air, last night dis- 
closed that he intends o return to 
the Bay of Whales—that mysteri- 
cuS ice bay in the Antarctic where 
the Little America expedition was 
stationed—in at least 10 years “‘if 
not before.’’’ 

The occasion for the announce- 
ment was the presentation to Byrd 
of the Civic Forum medal of hon- 
or for distinguished public service. 
Fyrd is the eighth man in 16 years 
to be so honored. Previous recipi- 
ents include President Hoover, 
Thomas A. Edison, Alexander 
Graham Bell, George W. Goethals, 
Charles W. Eliot, A. A. Jusserand 
and Elihu Root. ; 

While telling of the present ac- 
tivities of the men who accom- 
panied him on the Antarctic expe- 
dition, Admiral Byrd said: “In 10 
years we're going back to see what 
has happened.” 

Questioned afterward, Syrd sald 
his decision to return was definite. 

“Yes,” he added, “we're going 
back in less than 10 years, also, 
after we digest the scientific data 
obtained on our last expedition.” 

The medal was handed to the ex- 
plorer by Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president of Columbia Univer- 
sity. It was announced that the 
Byrd expedition had discovered an 
ocean depth,.of 25,000 feet on its 
way to theAntarctic. 


WATSON SAYS ALL THE BREAKS 
HAVE BEEN AGAINST HOOVER 


Declares President Has Done AS 
Well as Any One Could, Warns 


Against Democrats. 
By the Asenciated Press, 
CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—Senator 


James E. Watson of Indiana, Re- 
publican floor leader in the Senate, 
told a nation-wide radio audience 
last night that “no man could even 
begin to describe the appalling 
conditions that inevitably would 
come to pass,” if a Democratic 
Congress was elected next Tues- 
day. 

He quoted from a recent radio 
speech of former Governor James 
M. Cox of Ohio in which the latter 
said “if the House and Senate are 
Democratic, the existing tariff law 
will be repealed without hearings 
Or any other ceremony.”

“The breaks have all been 
against Herbert Hoover. No peace- 
time President has ever confronted 
Such uncertain, such tumultuous 
conditions, and yet I submit in all 
candor and good faith that he has 
dealt just as speedily and just a3 
wisely with each one of them .as 
was possible for any man todo 
under the circumstances.”

PRIZES FOR AUTHOR, 
DRAMATIST, COMPOSER 


To Be Awarded Annually From 
- Trusts Founded by Wealthy 
Gas Victim.

NEW YORK, Nov. 1,—Founda- 
tions to “reward and encourage 
young and new playwrights, au- 
thors and composers who are 
American citizens,” are provided 
for in the will of Roy Lyndon 
Danks, wealthy 36-year-old re- 
tired merchant, who was found 


dead of gas poisoning Oct. 26, in 
his apartment. Under the will, 
filed for probate in Surrogate’s 
Court yesterday,. the forfndations 
are to be established from the res- 
iduary estate on the death of Mrs. 
Doreen Danks, the widow, who re- 
ceives the income from the estate 
during her life. Following her 
death, the residue will be divided 
in three trust funds, the interest 
from which will be used for year- 
ly prizes for the American author, 
dramatist and composer chosen as 
most deserving by a committee of 
critics from five New York City 
newspapers. 

The three funds collectively will 
be known as the “Benjamin Hadley 
Danks Foundation,” in memory of 
the descendant’s father. Individ- 
ually they will be known as the 
“Benjamin H. Danks Foundation 
for the Drama,” the “Benjamin H. 
Danks Foundation for Music,” and 
the “Benjamin H. Danks Founda- 
tion for Literature.” 

The awards are to be made “on 
the basis of intelligence and ar- 
tistic merit,”” the will provides, de- 
claring that “morality shall not be 
used as a basis under any circum- 
stances.” The literary, dramatic 
and music editors of the New York 
World, Times, Herald Tribune, 
Sun and American will form the 
three committees to make the se- 
lections in their respective fields. 
They are to meet Dec. 15 of each 
year, the American Academy | of 
Arts and Sciences acting as con- 
venor, and make the award for 
the previous 12 months. 

The testament further provides 
that in each case the prize-win- 
ning work must be the first pro- 
fessional effort of the author. Ex- 
cept for plays produced by ama- 
teurs, the playwright must not 
have had any of his work per- 
formed. Musical compositions, 
which under the will include sym- 
phonies, symphonic suites, sym- 
phonic poems and concertos for 
violin or piano, must not have been 
played at public concerts. Liter- 
ary works, to be eligible, must be 
the first published work of the au- 
thor, the prize to be divided where 
there has been collaboration. 

Although the estate is estimated 
at “more than $10,000" in the pe- 
tition which accompanied the will, 
it is expected that the total will 
be exceedingly high, since the tes- 
tator inherited a large fortune 
from his father, Benjamin Hadley 
Danks, who was one of the chief 
executives of the Woolworth com- 
pany. He had returned from Eu- 
rope, where he spent the summer, 
only a few days before his death. 


GOV. ROOSEVELT DENOUNCES 
CHARGES MADE BY STIMSON 


Assails G. O. P. Campaign Tactics 
as Bombastic, Slanderous 
and Defamatory. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Govy. 
Roosevelt, addressing a Demodcrat- 
ic rally in Brooklyn last night, as- 
sailed Republican campaign tactics 
which he characterized as bombas- 
tic, slanderous, defamatory and 
untruthful. 

In particular, he criticised alle- 
gations made against him in a@ ra- 
dio talk by Secretary ot State 
Stimson, He said the Secretary 
had joined in a campaign of falsifi- 
cation concerning his integrity and 
motives. 

Speaking: from the same plat- 
form, Former Gov. Alfred FE. Sinith 
ridiculed, the Republican stand on 
prohibition as an attempt to stirad- 
die the issue and declared the par- 
ty in this State had opposed wrac- 
tically every progressive issue in 
the years he had been in politics. 

He referred to a speech made by 
Calvin Coolidge Thursday night, in 
which the former President said 
he would not talk about issues and 
that “issues have a way of disap- 
pearing after the election.” 

‘Tf I were to cite any less Re- 
publican authority than that you 
might question it,” Smith said, 
‘but he knows, and I daresay he 
knows what is the matter with his 
party in this State.” 

Reviewing the Republican par- 
ty’s record, he said that for the 
past 12 years it had been “on the 
wrong side—deliberately, willingly

/SEEKS TO PREVENT 
LUIS BARGE LINE 


Southern Railway Protests to 
1, C. C. Against New Water- 
way Project. 


‘ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—A pro- 


test against extension of Govern- 
ment waterway operations was 
filed by the Southern Railway to- 
day with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The complaint was almed direct- 
ly at a project of the Inland Wa- 
terways Corporation, which oper- 
ates Government-owned barge lines, 
to open a water service on the IIli- 
nois River and require railroads 
to make rail and water rates on a 


basis lower than all-rail charges in 
co-operation with the river lHne. 

The Southern Railway argued 
that “the present difficulties un- 
der which rail carriers labor have 
to do with lack of traffic,” and 
that if a new rail line were to be 
projected in the same. territory the 
Government would disallow its 
construction and would treat it as 
@ waste of capital. 

The complaint said the water 
line would ask permission to make 
rates on the basis of 80 per cent 
of all-rail charges for 
tances and that such a preferen- 
tial was not justified by the water 
operating costs. 

The Inland Waterways Corpora- 
tion proposed that joint rates be 
offered the water line over a large 
portion of Southern, Eastern and 
Western territory. The object was 
to allow the Illinois barges to take 
care of traffic for a part of its 
haul distance wherever this was 
possible. 

“The proposed water line would 
open up no new’ territory,” the 
Southern Railway protest con- 
tinued. “It would create no addi- 
tional traffic, but would depend 
upon tonnage which it would take 
away from the rail carriers. These 
lines are not only handling prompt- 
ly all traffic now being offered, 
but they need greatly increased 
tonnage which they could move 
without placing any burden upon 
existing facilities. 

“It is impossible for the rail car- 
riers to successfully compete with 
the Government-owned and sub- 
sidized barge line for traffic which 
the barge line desires and has the 
facilities to handle. The rail car- 
riers must maintain at great ex- 
pense their roadbéeds and pay 
thereon enormous Federal and lo- 
cal taxes, while the Federal-owned 
and operated barge line pays no 


,taxes and the waterways on which 


it operates are dredged and main- 
tained without any expense what- 
ever to the barge line.” 

In view of public policy designed 
to prevent the duplication of 
transportation facilities, the pro- 
test said there was not the “slight- 
est doubt that this commission 
would promptly deny an applica- 
tion for a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity to construct 
anew all-rail line designed to 
reach the territory which the In- 
land Waterways Corporation now 
rroposes to invade.” 


CLAIMS $10,090,000 ESTATE 
OF DEPOSED SHAH OF PERSIA 


Seattle Artist, ‘Russian Refugee, 
Hopes to Prove Identity 
Through Passports,

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 1.—Riza 
Kuli Mirza, asserting he is a 
Prince and the rightful heir to the 
Persian throne, yesterday said he 
had asked the courts to sustain his 
claim to the $10,000,000 estate left 
by Sultan Ahmad, deposed hah of 
Persia. His attorneys said litiga- 
tion was being started in New York 
and Paris. 

Riza Kuli Mirza, a Russian refu- 
gee, now .a Seattle artist, said he 
had no hope of establishing his 
claim to these Persian throne, but 
hoped to be recognized as the late 
Shah’s personal heir. Basing hopes 
primarily on two certificates from 
the old Imperial Government of 
Russia, the. attorneys think the 
Prince is entitled to the Persian 
crown jewsls and royal estates. 

The attorneys said Mirza’s pass- 
port identified him as the man re- 
ferred to in the two certificates. 

A part of Sultan Ahmad’s estate 
is being probated in New York, the 
attorneys said. 


HENRY FORD SPENT $1,600,000 
TO INCREASE SPEED OF YACHT 


But Changes Only Slowed the Craft 
Down, So He Sold 
It. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—The story 
of how Henry Ford paid $500,000 
for a yacht, spent $1,600,000 to in- 
crease its speed, and succeeded 
finally in making it go only about 
a fourth as fast as one of the four- 
cylinder mvtor cars he makes, was 
related today by Capt. Walter Mc- 
Lean, skipper of the yacht Sialia. 

The Sialia is now owned by A. 
M. Andrews, New York financier, 
who bought it from Ford several 
years ago after the latter had 
abandoned his effort to speed it 
up. 

Ford put the yacht in the hands 
of Detroit shipbuilders in 1925, 
Capt. McLean said, and they cut it 
in two, inserted a 21-foot bay, re- 
moved the steam turbines and in- 
iserted Ethyl motors. But the 
Sialia, after all her fixing, made a 
test run down the Detroit River at 
@ speed slightly slower than her 
original pace of 16 knots. 

The Sialia was built at Wilm- 
ington, Del., for Ford in 1913. The 
Government used it in coast patrol 
duty during the war.

The Emperor’s wrath was 
aroused because Julian took the

Julian was 
not hurt, but the plane was a 
wreck; it was a plane of. which Ras 
Tafari was particularly proud. 

Ras Tafari had obtained the 
plane from the daughter of Gordon 
Selfridge, London department store 
owner, to demonstrate to foreign- 
ers at the coronation that in 
Ethiopian could fly as well as any- 
one else. 

Julian, well-known among Amer- 
ican Negroes for his parachute 
jumps and his ill-fated flights 
“around the world” and “from 
Harlem to Liberia,” attributed his 
accident to jealousy on the part of 
a French airman. 

The Frenchman, a Captain, un- 
til recently was head of the Ethioe- 
pian air forces. Julian said the 
officer did not want him to become 
the “ace of Ethiopia.” 

Up to the very day of the crack- 


up in the royal airplane, Julian was 


a dazzling figure here. The Abys- 
sinians, to whom flying still is an 
amazing accomplishment, were 
greatly thrilled: by his parachute 
jumps and flying feats. 

On one occasion Julian parachut- 
ed from a height of 5000 feet, land- 
ing almost at the..feet of the as- 
tonished Ras Tafari. The Emperor 
was. so pleased he presented him 
with $300 and decorated him with 
the Star of Ethiopia. The Emperor 
subsequently gave Julian an addi- 
tional $1500 to send to his family 
in New York.

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SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


OPENS. NEW SEASON 


Arbos. Directs With Usual 
Clarity as Musicians Respond 
Perfectly. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

HE st. Louis Symphony Or- 
Tenestra ‘began its season yester- 

day afternoon with a program 
that glorified the great art of Mu- 
sic and its own lengthening tradi- 
tion. E. Fernandez Arbos, return- 
ing to St. Louis for his third visit, 
directed the concert with his usual 
ardor and clarity and the musictang 
affirmed the quality of their train- 
ing by the perfected nature of their 
response. 

Once again were the thoughtful 
members of the audience made to 
realize that intelligent interpreta- 
tion is more highly to be prized 
than any other feature of a musical 
performance. For with that a com- 
plete revelation of a masterpiece is 
always possible even when the tone 
quality of an instrumental ensem- 
ble is something short of ideal. 

Arbos’ program turned on a con- 
trast between the subjective ele- 
gance of Mozart and the objective- 
ly descriptive musical language of 
Maurice Ravel. 


The Mozart number was the 
E-Flat Symphony, one of the three 
major symphonic works that this 
knightly composer put on paper in 
the course of six weeks. Like all 
of Mozart’s music, it has the fresh- 
ness of content that makes every 
measure sound as if it were being 
produced spontaneously. At the 
same time, it achieves a sort of 
formal finish and a completeness 
of articulation. Yet Mozart is 
never a popular composer to the 
extent that many of his lesser 
brethren are. The refinements of 
his style do not permit the sort of 
dynamite that blasts an audience 
out of their seats. Such, at least, 
was the lesson this reviewer ab- 
stracted from the reaction to yes- 
terday’s performance. For, while 
the symphony was rendered with 
all the light and heat that it de- 
manded, the audiefce was mérely 
rolite in its approval. 


The second half of the program 
was made up of Ravel's “‘Mother 
Goose” Suite and Moussorgsky’s 
“Pictures at an Exhibition” as or- 
chestrated by Ravel. Both were 
revelations of the French master 
at the top of his bent in the mas- 


were descriptively specific without 
sacrificing any of the suggestive 
power of music as an abstract art. 
Time after time one was atartled 
by the aptness with which a purely 
musical medium paralleled the 
idiom of the painter. But even 
if one did not follow the program 
the force of the music was virtually 
undiminished. 

“Pictures at an Exhibition” was 
played here for the first time. Ar- 
bos gave it a just and vivid treat- 
ment. One hopes that it will have 
a permanent place in the reper- 
toire.

First Leg of Giant German Ai)lir- 
craft’s Flight to the United 
States,

Nov. 1.—The biggest airpiane in 


the world, the Dornier DO-X, was 
groomed today for a start tomor- 
row on the first leg of a trans- 
Atlantic trip to New York. 

The huge craft, which can carry 
more than 100 passengers, will 
have about 4400 gallons of fucl in 
its tanks, enough to keep its 12 
engines delivering their 7200 horse- 
power for 18 hours. 

Tomorrow at 8 a. m., weather 
permitting, the plane will leave the 
placid waters of Lake Constance 
for Amsterdam. The cruise will 
be-of about six hours length a!ong 
the route of the Rhine and thence 
across Holland to its chief city. 
‘The ship's longest flight until now 
has been of 5% hours and did not 
take the craft away from its home 
lake. It is possible that the ship, 
leaving here, will descend first at 
Friedrichshafen, just across the 
lake, in order to make its official 
hop-off from a German port.

HOW TO MAKE A SCREEN 


HERE was a time when a 

screen was merely ornamental, 

more or less. Just another piece 
of furniture. You could look behind 
a screen in the ’80’s without being 
surreptitious about it, but now- 
adays, if the screen is in the living 
room, more likely then not it con- 
ceals a kitchenette, or it may even 
be that it is the kitchenette with 
pots and pans and skewers and 
things clinging to hooks on its 
“other” side. If the screen hap- 
pens to be in the bedroom, peep 
behind it and the chances are you'll 
find yourself gazing into a bath- 
room, or quite as probably the 
screen forms the front wall of the 
living room. The point is, screens 
have become 50 per cent more use- 
ful than they are ornamental and 
the majority of them are both. 

Beautiful screens are to be had 
ready made in the shops, but in 
case your pocketbook rebels at the 
price or you are more interested to 
make your own, here are some sug- 
gestions that will help. 

If you will look for your frame 
in the kitchen departments of the 
stores you are bound to find just 
the right size and shape, though 
you may have to shop around a bit 
to do so. And if you should be 
unable to find precisely the desired 
sort of frame, ask for a clothes 
horse. Most of these ‘‘horses” come 
in wider panels than the regulation 
screen frames, although these, too, 
are available in a variety of shapes 
and sizes. 

Wall paper, thin beaver board, 
Japanese rice paper, almost any of 
the imitation parchments are suit- 
able for paneling the flat screen 
frames, but for the clothes horse 
frame the chintzes and cretonnes 
are rather easier to work with as 
they can be shirred or otherwise 
sewed to it. Not that the other 
materials are prohibitive. Quite 
the contrary. You merely provide 
yourself with tiny headless tacks, 
the very short ones, and use them 
not at all sparingly. See that the 
fabrics or the paper, whatever you 
are using, is cut a full inch longer 
at each end than the frame, thus 
enabling you to draw it securely 
about the rounds. 


If you are inclined to make the 
screen, frame and all, yourself, any 
lumber yard will cut the pieces of 
wood for you to your measure- 
ments. You may make your frame 
in either,of two ways. The first 
and more simple is to have the 
frame flat. Ask the lumber man 
to cut the pieces ready for dove- 
tailing. That is, to cut the ends of 
each plece slantwise so that they 
fit perfectly and form perfectly 
tight corners. Your frame put to- 
gether, you tack your material 
evenly right to the flat sidés, us- 
ing fancy headed tacks and mak- 
ing the tacking, if you like, a part 
of the decoration. 

The other way of making the 
frame is to proceed as above, but 
instead of tacking the material on 
the flat side of the frame, you 
have an extra or inner frame made 
and the material] is tacked to the 
main frame and the inner frame 
fitted over or, rather, into it. It 
may be, in fact it should be, that 


the inner frame and the outer fit 


sO gecurely that the covering ma- 
te is held fast and no tacks re- 
quired. i 

There are so many attractive 
ways of decorating the frames and 
so many more of making decorative 
panels inexpensively that it is diffi- 
cult to know what to mention spe- 
cificially. It is rather a fad now to 
have the frame a part of the deco- 
rative scheme. That is, to allow 


run over onto the frame. This is 
particularly effective where the 
panels are broad, strangely enough. 
Also there is much use of stenciling 
with the wash done in gay colors. 


Prints make beautiful screens. 
They are pasted on with exceeding 
care, preferably by the use of a 
broad brush, a diminutive of the 
type painters use, and then giving 
the whole panel a coat of shellac. 
Wall papers may be similarly treat- 
ed, and if the patterns are pains- 
takingly selected, the paper of good 
quality and the finishing done prop- 
erly the results can hardly fail to 
be satisfactory. 


Ferns That Grow Easily 
ERNS are to play a part in in- 
F door decorations this winter. 
Everyone who has a home has 
a weakness for them, although 
ferns are not by any means too 
easily raised and many persons 
have no luck at all with them. 
Such fern lovers would do well to 
confine their efforts to a certain 
few varieties that are hardy and 
require comparatively little atten- 
tion. 


Among these may be mentioned 


the asparagus plumosus or lace 
fern, which has a rapid, steady 
growth, exquisite foliage, and, 


when desired, makes a perfect ta- 
ble decoration. The asparagus 
sprengeri is another fern exceed. 
ingly well suited to pot culture 
and which demands, probably, less 
care than any other species. Its 
fronds are lovely. They are long 
and feathery and of a luscious, 
rich green. As a matter of fact, 
the fronds grow to a length of five 
or six feet in a single season. 

Then there is the ostrich plume 
fern. This one created a sensation 
when it was intrdouced by a prom- 
inent horticulturist some yéars ago. 
It grows luxuriantly and with a 
singular grace and is one of the 
most vigorous of the whole fer1 
family. Its fronds ate so exqui- 
sitely shaped that, cut singly, they 
make quite the most attractive of 
all the fern table decorations and 
are much used in tall vases and as 
parts of shower bouquets, 

The sword fern is well known, 
but the personii one is an improved 
culture of it. Rather like the os- 
trich fern, it has heavier fronds 
and a more upstanding growth.

Pain Killers 


HE so-called “pain killers” are 
T x0 doubt among the most com- 

mon of the self-administered 
drugs. 

No one wants to suffer pain. Pa- 
tients frequently come to the phy- 
sician asking for something to take 
away the pain. The sufferer is 
more concerned with the pain than 
he is with its cause. 


And yet, the biologic purpose of 
pain (if any of the body’s func- 
tions may be said to have pur- 
pose) is to cal) attention to the 
fact that something is wrong in 
the body, and to motivate the cor- 
rection of that wrong. 


To kill pain, before a diagnosis 
has been made of the condition to 
which it points is to disregard a 
valuable warning signal. 


The function and value of pain 
may best be appreciated in con- 
sidering the so-called painless dis- 
eases. These diseases, in their 
early stages, cause very little or 
no pain, and the sufferer is there- 
fore unaware of their presence. 
Bright’s disease is relatively pain- 
less, so is tuberculosis, and certain 
forms of heart disease. 

But cancer is the classical ex- 
,;ample. If cancer, in its onset, were 

as painful) say, as a boll, then its 
ral treatment would be more 
common and the results more 
gratifying. 

While pain is usually a warning 
of something wrong in the body, 
there is no relation between the 
seriousness of the condition and 
the degree of pain. felt. 

Nor may the progress of the 
condition be judged by the in- 
crease or decrease of the pain. In 
one type of appendicitis a most 
critical development is associated 


"| with the sudden cessation of pain, 


the pain disappearing when the 
appendix bursts.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Nov. 1. 
—This city had a few brief mo- 
ments of panic late today as fire 
swept through oil soaked grass @ 
mile and a half from the. uncon- 
trolled No. 1 Stout oil gusher. 

Firemen, ol] field workers and 
National Guardsmen quenched the 
flames in less than an hour but not 
before panic had cleared residen- 
tial districts in the danger zone 
near the wild well and rumors had 
swept through downtown crowds 
that the wild well was on fire. 

Adding to the scare came the re- 
port that another great gusher 
near the Stout was tearing loose 


Fas sand cut at its conections, After 


the confusion had subsided it was 
learned the Champlin Refining 
Co.'s No. 1 Naden, 600 feet south 
of the Stout, and one-of five wells 
it was proposed to open in an ef- 
fort to relieve gas pressure at the 
rampant gusher, had cut its top 
mastergate. It was shut in Im- 
mediately and new connections in- 
stalled. The lower connections were 
holding. 

Approximately 160 men, most of 
them on constant duty In the dan 
ger area, wielded shovels to. beat 
out the blaze which ignited oil-sate 
urated grass along the Canadian 
River chanrel, a mile and a half 
northeast of the Stout well. The 
Canadian River is covered in 
places with a film of inflammable 
oll. 

Residents Hurry to Safety Zone. 

Guardsmen ran through the 
Streets when the fire began, blow- 
ng whistles and. shouting to the 
esidentg to move out. Their ef- 
forts were needless, for already 
whole families, most of them Ne- 
erces, were sweeping children and 
scanty belongings into their arms 
and dashing from their homes. 
The wildest confusion reiened. 

The cause of the fire is not 
shown, although there was a re- 
port that it had started from a lo- 
comotive spark. Trains have been 
forbidden to enter the danger area 
without dousing boiler fires. 

The rolling smoke clouds from 
the burning grass were visible for 
miles and the city’s skyscraper 
tops, about a mile from the gush-
